Retroactive 


Commission votes 
to let inmates seek 
a shorter sentence 


WASHINGTON | The U.S. Sentenc- 
ing Commission voted unanimously 
Tuesday to allow about 19,500 fed- 
eral prison inmates, most of them 
black, to seek reductions in their 
crack cocaine sentences. 

The commission, which sets 
guidelines for federal prison sen- 
tences, decided to make retroactive 
its recent easing of recommended 
sentences for crack offenses. 

Most of those eligible could receive 
no more than a two-year cut in their 
prison terms, but roughly 3,800 
inmates could be released from pris- 
on within a year after the March 3 
effective date of Tuesday’s decision. 
Federal judges will have the final say 
whether to reduce sentences. 

The commission took note 
of objections raised by the Bush 
administration, but said there 
is no basis to treat convicts sen- 
tenced before the guidelines were 
changed differently from those sen- 
tenced after the changes. 

US. District Judge William Ses- 
sions of Vermont, acommission mem- 
ber, said the vote on retroactivity will 
have the “most dramatic impact on 
African-American families” and a 
failure to act “may be taken by some 
as particularly unjust.” (ap) 


Huckabee continues 
to gain on Giuliani 
3 weeks before Iowa 


Three weeks before the first contest 
of the 2008 campaign, Republicans 
remain sharply divided over whom 
to choose as their presidential nom- 
inee and which of the five leading 
candidates best embodies the core 
values of a fractured GOP, accord- 
ing to anew Washington Post-ABC 
News poll. 

Former New York mayor 
Rudolph W. Giuliani continues 
to lead the Republican field in 
the national poll, but his support 
is at its lowest point this year. Mike 
Huckabee, the former Arkansas 
governor, has more than doubled 
his support among likely GOP vot- 
ers since early November and runs 
just behind Giuliani. 

Former Massachusetts gov- 
ernor Mitt Romney, former Sen. 
Fred D. Thompson, of Tennessee, 
and Sen. John McCain, Arizona, 
also draw double-digit support in 
the new poll, hinting at a potential 
free-for-all when the voting begins

in Iowa and New Hampshire early 
next month.

But a highly competitive 
campaign in Iowa pitting Clinton, 


Obama and former senator John 
Edwards (N.C.), along with signs of 
atightening contest in New Hamp- 
shire, suggests that the Democratic 
race is also far from settled.

WASHINGTON | CIA Director 
Michael Hayden’s explanation 
Tuesday of how videotapes of ter- 
ror suspect interrogations were 
made, then destroyed, left many 
questions unanswered, said Intel- 
ligence Committee Chairman Jay 
Rockefeller.

According to the former agent, 
waterboarding of terror suspect Abu 
Zubaydah got him to talk in less than 
35 seconds. The technique, which 
critics say is torture, probably dis- 
rupted “dozens” of planned al-Qaeda 
attacks, said John Kiriakou, a leader 
of the team that captured Zubaydah, 
a major al-Qaeda figure. 

Kiriakou did not explain how he 
knew who approved the interroga- 
tion technique but said such approv- 
al comes from top officials. 

“This isn’t something done willy- 
nilly. This isn’t something where an 
agency officer just wakes up in the 
morning and decides he’s going to 
carry out an enhanced technique on 
a prisoner,” he said Tuesday. “This 
was a policy made at the White 
House, with concurrence from the 
National Security Council and Jus-

Matthew Murray, 24, was struck 
multiple times by a security officer 
at New Life Church Sunday, but his 
death was ruled a suicide, the El 
Paso County Coroner's Office con- 
cluded after an autopsy.

Storm Cuts Power 
To Nearly | Million 


At least 23 fatalities 
reported as Midwest 
copes with deep freeze 


DES MOINES, IOWA | A thick glaze of 
ice brought down power lines and 
cut electricity to close to a mil- 
lion homes and businesses, closed 
schools and canceled flights Tuesday 
as amajor storm blasted the nation’s 
midsection. At least 23 deaths had 
been blamed on the storm system 
since the waves of sleet and freezing 
rain started during the weekend. 

Officials in Missouri, Kan- 
sas and Oklahoma had declared 
states of emergency. President 
Bush declared an emergency in 
Oklahoma on Tuesday, ordering 
federal aid to supplement state 
and local response efforts. 

A shell of ice as much as an inch 
thick covered trees, power lines, 
streets and car windshields Monday

in parts of Oklahoma and Missouri, 
with thinner layers elsewhere. About 
an inch of ice was expected Tuesday 
over parts of Iowa, followed by up to 
5 inches of sleet and snow. 

“This is a big one. We've got a mas- 
sive situation here, and it’s probably 
going to be a week to 10 days before 
we get power on to everybody,” said 
Ed Bettinger, a spokesman for Public 
Service Company of Oklahoma. 

Nearly 600,000 Oklahoma 
homes and businesses still had no 
electricity Tuesday, most of them 
since Monday when power lines 
began snapping under the weight 
of ice and falling branches — the 
biggest power outage in state his- 
tory. Utilities in Missouri reported 
about 170,000 homes and business 
without power. Outages elsewhere 
affected more than 100,000 cus- 
tomers in Kansas, more than 
60,000 in Iowa and nearly 18,000

ALGIERS, ALGERIA | An affiliate of 
al-Qaeda attacked U.N. offices and 
a government building in Algiers 
with twin truck bombings Tuesday, 
killing at least 26 people in care- 
fully timed blasts that drew swift 
international condemnation. 

The targeting of United Nations 
offices was a new development in 
Algeria’s 15-year battle against 
Islamic insurgents, who previously 
focused their hate on symbols of 
Algeria’s military-backed govern- 
ment and civilians.

Al-Qaeda’s self-styled North 
African branch, in a posting on a 
militant Web site, said two suicide 
bombers attacked the buildings 
with trucks carrying 1,760 pounds 
of explosives each. It described 
the U.N. offices as “the headquar- 
ters of the international infidels’ 
den.”

Medvedev Urges Putin to Become PM in March 


Loyalist endorsed by 
Putin in presidential 
contest returns favor 


MOSCOW | The day after President 
Vladimir Putin threw his colossal 
political weight behind a loyal aide 
in the 2008 presidential race, the 
aide returned the favor Tuesday, 
urging Putin to accept the post of 
prime minister. 


After a series of improbable 
twists, Russia's political course — 
for years the source of speculation 
and uncertainty — suddenly seems 
to have been carved in the red gran- 
ite on Lenin’s Tomb. 

If he chooses, Putin appears 
ready to retain effective power for 
the next several years — and pos- 
sibly far beyond that. 

On Monday, Putin endorsed 
Dmitry Medvedey, a first deputy 


prime minister who has faithfully 
served Putin 
since the Rus- 
sian leader’s days 
in St. Petersburg 
city hall, in the 
March 2 presi- 
dential contest. 
With the 
Kremlin’s money, 
media and political machinery 
behind him, Medvedev seems 


assured to win. 

On Tuesday, Medvedev pressed 
Putin to accept the post of prime 
minister — although Putin, who 
always seems to be testing the 
political waters, has pointedly not 
yet accepted. 

The final piece of Russia's politi- 
cal jigsaw puzzle — acceptance of 
the offer — seems likely to fall 
into place in the next few days.

KHAN YOUNIS, GAZA STRIP | Israeli 
tanks and bulldozers pushed into 
the southern Gaza Strip on Tuesday, 
killing five Islamic militants and 
trapping hundreds of people in their 
homes, while another extremist died 
from an airstrike elsewhere in the 
territory.

Center aims to keep 
up with digital forensic 
evidence demands 


RICHMOND, VA. | The Virginia State 
Police on Tuesday announced plans 
for anew cyber crimes investigation 
center to keep up with the rapidly 
growing demand for digital foren- 
sic evidence analysis. 

The Virginia Digital Forensics 
Laboratory is the result of a col- 
laboration launched earlier this 
year between state police, Virgin- 
ia Commonwealth University and 
the National White Collar Crime 
Center. 

As technology becomes more 
advanced, so, too, do criminals. 
Embezzlers often leave computer 
trails of their activities, some gangs 
have their own Web sites, and most 
suspects have cellphones. 

“The bad guys have all of these 
gizmos and tools and toys that we

The new lab will ideally be about 
10 times larger and have space for 
25 examiners, said state police Set. 
Robert Keeton, director of the cur- 
rent lab. Training will also be a big 
part of the new facility, which will 
include classroom space and will 
host VCU interns. 

Officials are still working to 
secure funding for the project 
and are waiting on final approv- 
al from the U.S. Department of 
Justice, said police spokeswoman 
Corinne Geller. 

The Computer Evidence Recov- 
ery Unit currently handles about 
100 cases per year for federal, state 
and local authorities. Examiners at 
the lab have looked at the equivalent 
of 7 million paper documents this 
year alone, Keeton said. (ap)

Army Halts 
Munitions 
Dig in NW 
Corps of Engineers 
to reassess safety of 


excavation operation 


WASHINGTON | The U.S. Army Corps 
of Engineers has halted its search 
for World War I chemical weapons 
at an excavation pit near American 
University while it assesses whether 
safety procedures are adequate for 
munitions that are being uncovered, 
officials said. 

The review was prompted by the 
preliminary analysis of an artillery 
round discovered about three weeks 
ago in the pit in an affluent area of 
Northwest Washington. 

A metal containment struc- 
ture was built over the pit with 
blast-resistant walls, along with a 
decontamination tent. The Army’s 
safety procedures assume a worst- 
case scenario involving the release of 
arsine, a toxic chemical agent from 
a 75mm artillery round that was not 
configured to explode. 

But Corps officials said they 
do not know whether the artillery 
round recently discovered is explo- 
sively configured. 

The excavation began in Octo- 
ber. It is the fourth dig on or near 
the campus in nearly 15 years fol- 
lowing the discovery of disposal pits 
from the Army’s former chemical 
warfare testing facility at the uni- 
versity. (AP)

‘Girlfriends’ has been 
feeling the affection 
for 8 saucy seasons 


HIT SERIES | At a time when black 
sitcoms are losing their luster, the 
eighth season of “Girlfriends” is 
worth noting. 

The CW comedy about three 
close-knit L.A. gal pals is the lon- 
gest-running live-action comedy 
currently airing on prime-time 
network television. Though, like 
other UPN transplants on the CW, 
it has never hit Nielsen’s top 100, 
“Girlfriends” is the second highest- 
rated comedy among black viewers 
(bested only by its 2-year-old spin- 
off, “The Game”). 


With 173 episodes shot so far 
(130f the 22 for this season were 
filmed before the Writers Guild 
strike halted production), “Girl- 
friends” is just behind “The Cosby 
Show’ with the most episodes pro- 
duced for a black sitcom. 

“And knowing that, if I got one 
more year, I could beat ‘Cosby,” series 
creator Mara Brock Akil said with a 
laugh. “I mean, come on. To be able to 
say I was right up there with ‘Cosby, 
that ain't a bad thing.” 

Not bad, indeed, consider- 
ing that with ratings down last 
season, many had suspected the 
show wouldn't return at all this fall. 
Akil and the writers even wrote a 
final episode that tied everything 
together, including the lovelorn Joan 


(Tracee Ellis Ross) getting a mar- 
riage proposal. 
Though CW executives are not

willing to discuss the possibilities 
of a renewal until May, when series 
are picked up for the fall, there is 


another contingency plan in place 
if this season is the last. 

“T think fans will be very happy,” 
Akil said. 

So, does that mean Joan will 
finally get married? Akil would 
only reveal that “when we final- 
ly feel like Joan is really OK, I do 
believe the show is over.” 

While Akil and cast agree that 
they would not be opposed to com- 
ing back, they'd also be fine if they 
didn’t. With nearly nonexistent pro- 
motion, network swaps and the loss 
of a principal cast member last sea- 
son, just the fact that the show has 
endured is what’s mattered most. 

“It’s not that I didn’t think we 
could go this long, but it’s totally 
outside my frame of reference,” said 
Ross, who directed the scheduled 
Jan. 14 episode. “It was one of those 
things where I was, like, ‘Yeah, this 
is really good, but who would ever 
think? What show goes eight years? 
It’s not something you imagine.”

DVD | It’s hard out there for a hard- 
core “Lost” fan. 

As the Hollywood writers’ strike 
drags on with little immediate hope 
of a resolution, it’s unclear whether 
a full fourth season of “Lost” will air 
in February as originally planned. 
(Only eight episodes of the 16 have 
been written.) In other words, “Lost” 
obsessives, already hungry after sev- 
eral months without a single new 
episode, now face the prospect of 
even more Dharma-Initiative star- 
vation. But here’s some good news: 
Buena Vista Home Entertainment 
has thrown out a little meat — or, to 
put it in “Lost” parlance, the equiva-

box set ($60). 

“Lost” has a passionate fan 
base that could put some Trekkies 
to shame.

Delta’s new videos 
help educate travelers 
in airplane etiquette 


Volumes have been written about 
how to properly behave at wed- 
dings or which fork to use at fancy 
dinners. 

But when it comes to dealing 
with the neighboring passenger who 
hogs precious airplane arm space 
or the unruly kid who won't pipe 
down on crowded flights, there’s 
precious little out there. 

Until now. Delta Air Lines Inc. 
is trying to raise awareness of 
behavior in the air by creating an 
animated series of videos showing 
passengers confronted with delicate 
social situations. 

The Atlanta-based company is 


rolling out “Planeguage: The lan- 
guage of traveling by plane,” a series 
of 25 humorous videos the airline 
has posted online and introduced 
on flights this month. 

“We understand what you go 
through as a traveler,” said Tim 
Mapes, Delta’s vice president of 
marketing. “These videos can 
reinforce, ‘Hey, you don’t want to 
be that guy.” 

The snippets include “Middle- 
man,” about the middle-seat bully; 
“Kidtastrophe,” depicting unruly 
tots on planes; “Lav Dance,” about 
the person who bumps into everyone 
in the airplane aisle while returning 
from the lavatory; and “Shady Lady,” 
about the passenger who raises or 
closes the window shade without 
considering other passengers. 

The videos, which were created 
after Delta officials heard custom- 
ers talk about experiences aboard 
planes, are meant to “help raise trav- 
elers’ consciousness about what it

means to be good travel compan- 
ions,” said spokeswoman Betsy 
Talton. 

Airlines and customers have 
differed on what it means to be a 
good traveler. Southwest Airlines 
Co. was criticized for telling a young 
woman in July that her outfit was 
too revealing to fly. Chief Executive 
Gary Kelly issued an apology to the 
young woman, Kyla Ebbert, that was 
read on “The Dr. Phil Show.” 

“We expect our employees to use 
good judgment, common sense and 
good taste, and we feel if our cus- 
tomers do the same we won't have 
issues on board a flight,” said South- 
west spokesman Chris Mainz, who 
said his airline may consider follow- 
ing Delta’s lead. “Good judgment 
serves everyone well. ... Usually, you 
can find common ground.” 

Part of the problem is that air- 
lines haven't properly educated the 
public on what to expect aboard a 
plane, said Andrew R. Thomas, an

assistant professor of international 
business at the University of Akron 
and an author of books on air trav- 
el and security. And growth in air 
travel has meant thousands of new 
passengers who have never been in 
the air, he said. 

“The airlines have finally caught 
on to the fact that the amount of 
people traveling, especially the 
amount of people who haven’t 
traveled before, is exponentially 
rising,” Thomas said. “There has

to be some kind of [process] where 
people can become familiar with 
the travel experience and, hope- 
fully, not while in flight.” 

The move has been applauded 
by some Delta passengers, includ- 
ing Larry Pellegrini, a 52-year-old 
sales executive who said his biggest 
pet peeve on his weekly flights are 
passengers who do not cover their 
mouths when they cough. 

“There should be an education 
process ... when it comes to proper 
etiquette” in the air, he said. 

It has also won praise from 
Anna Post — the great-great- 
granddaughter of etiquette icon 
Emily Post — who said the videos 
could be an effective way to teach 
passengers how to better fly the 
friendly skies. 

“The more aware people are 
about how their actions affect 
others, the better the chances are 
that they'll make more of an effort 
to be considerate,” said Post, who 
leads business etiquette semi- 
nars at the Emily Post Institute in 
Burlington, Vt. 

“The times when I see rudeness 
happening [are] when I don’t see 
people being self-aware. It’s great 
to see an airline acknowledge they 
understand the crazy situations pas-

“IT haven't sold any,” said Doug 
Ellis of Riverview Monuments in 
Wausau, Wis., who has been offer- 
ing the so-called “serenity panel” 
system for about $2,000 since 
February. 

Many customers tell him, “That 
is not for me,” he said. 

The panel mounts to the front 
of the gravestone and pays tribute 
to the deceased in color pictures, 
words, music and even videos. It’s all 
from a small memory chip inside a 
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device that opens like the front cover 
of a book. Vidstone LLC, a compa- 
ny with offices in Florida and Colo- 
rado, developed the serenity panel 
about two years ago.

Kingdom. Ellis is the only one in 
Wisconsin. 

“We don't release our sales fig- 
ures,” she said. “It is not a huge num- 
ber at the moment.” 

Maria Schlitzberger, office man- 
ager of Schlitzberger and Daugh- 
ters Monument Co. in Houston, said 
her company has sold one serenity 
panel in a year. 

“That is a big step, putting 
electronics on your headstone,” 
she said. “People are used to sand- 
blasted, granite and marble, and 
things like that.” 

Lucking likened the concept of 
putting a digital video scrapbook 
on a tombstone to when cellphones 


first came out and people said they 
would never own one. 

“We all have one now,” she 
said. 

Ways of honoring the dead are 
changing because of technology, 
Lucking said. 

More funeral homes use state-of- 
the-art visuals and put LCD screens 
in their chapels to do multimedia 
presentations, she said. “Five or six 
years ago, they weren't even doing 
video tributes.” 

Four hours of sun provides 
enough juice to play the video 
with up to a 10-minute tribute on a 
7-inch LCD screen about six times. 
There are headphone jacks to listen 
to the audio. 

“I thought it was a neat thing to 
bring into the industry. Something 
unique, something a little above and 
beyond just the standard engrav- 
ing and pictures that end up on a 
monument,” Ellis said. 

Chuck Summers, retail sales 
manager for Moore Monument 
and Granite Co. in Sterling, IIl., 
has had the device for about three 
months and is awaiting his first sale, 
too. He has two good prospects but 
no signed deal. 

“We range from $5,000 to 
$8,000 on a typical stone. When 
you tack on another $2,000 for 
the Vidstone, it gets pricey for 
the people in the area,” he said.

administrator, “but it’s so expensive. 
I started thinking, ‘It’s probably not 
worth it. I’m kind of past the gram- 
mar stuff... and it’s not worth all 
the money, just to do worksheets.” 

But by searching for “Italian lan- 
guage groups” on the Internet, the 
Bethesda resident found an informal, 
no-cost alternative: the Montgomery 
County Italian Language Meetup 
Group, hosted by Meetup.com. She 
registered with the Web site (for free) 
and RSVPed for a bi-monthly meet- 
ing. Soon, Rabbin found herself in a 
Starbucks, practicing her “ciaos” and 
“come vas” (How are you?) with new 
“amici” (friends) over “caffe” (coffee) 
and “dolci” (desserts). 

Initial awkwardness aside, 
Rabbin was happy to socialize in 
Italian and began organizing bi- 
monthly Friendship Heights-based 
meetings for the group’s approxi- 
mately 700-member Washington 
chapter. 

Don’t worry. Not everyone 
attends at once — that might be 
like a scary scene from a Fellini 
film. 

“We usually get somewhere 
between 10 and 15 [participants 
each meeting ],” Rabbin says, “and 
that’s a really good number, I think. 
It’s big enough that you can split into 
smaller groups, but it’s small enough 
that you get to meet everybody. 


“Over time, I’ve probably lost 
some of my skills, just from not 
speaking Italian [constantly], 
but this has definitely helped 
me learn, too,” Rabbin says. The 
Italian group is one of more than 
60 Meetup.com-hosted foreign lan- 
guage groups that convene regu- 
larly in and around Washington. 
Local linguists practice a vari- 
ety of languages — everything 


from Korean to Kurdish — and 
the largest groups (French and 
Spanish) each boast more than 
1,400 members. 

Experts say language skills, 
whether gained through meetups 
or formal classes, can be a particu- 
larly valuable leg up in the competi- 
tive working world. So, learning and 
practicing a new vernacular — or 
even brushing up on that rusty high 


school French — is a smart idea. 
“Since the world has changed 
so much and were living in this 
global society,” foreign language 
skills are increasingly important 
for American professionals, says 
Marty Abbott, director of educa- 
tion at the Alexandria-based non- 
profit American Council on the 
Teaching of Foreign Languages. 
“If we expect to be able to sell our

goods abroad, it’s going to be impor- 
tant that we're able to speak the lan- 
guages of the countries that we sell 
our products to.” 

Abbott, who is also a former lan- 
guage educator and administrator of 
33 years, says that meetups can boost 
language skills. “There’s no better 
way to learn a language than to get 
together with other people to speak 
it,” she says. 

Plenty of meetup members feel 
the same way. 

“There are some people who come 
to the [Italian] meetup because they 
travel to Italy with their jobs,” Rabbin 
says. “They say, I don’t speak a word 
of Italian, but I've got to go to Rome 
for my job, and I want to learn.” 

Rabbin says she thinks employ- 
ers are “impressed” by her Italian 
fluency. “I think people see that as 
a plus,” she says. 

People of all ages and inter- 
ests can join any meetup group, 
and membership is free or costs 
a minimal amount (Meetup.com 
charges approximately $10 to $20 
per month for each group’s online 
space, and some organizers split 
the fee among members). Because 
meetings are often held in public 
spaces, like restaurants, cafes and 
bars, organizers encourage group 
members to buy a drink or snack 
and stay awhile. Some meetings 
last for hours. 

The Arabic Language and 
Culture group’s weekly meeting,

for example, typically runs about 
three hours — from 3 until 6 p.m. 
every Sunday at Adams Morgan’s 
Old City of Jerusalem Cafe. Fouad 
Francis, 34, who organizes the 
group of more than 500, says the 
sessions never feel like a chore. 

“It’s a friendly, social gathering,” 
Francis says. “We discuss events. 
We discuss what’s going on in the 
world, what they are learning [in 
Arabic].” 

Francis, a Silver Spring resident 
who lived in Kuwait for 18 years, 
says he enjoys sharing his native 
tongue with others. 

“Believe it or not, I speak a lot 
more English than I speak Arabic,” 
Francis says. “Most of my friends are 
not Arabic. So, [like to maintain my 
language and speak my language. It 
keeps [Arabic] fresh in my memory 
... So I don’t forget it.” 

Humayun K. Marufkhail, 32, 
who organizes the 18-member 
Pashto Language & Culture Meetup 
Group, started the group in August 
to gather support for the nonprofit 
Global Pashtun Institute for Peace 
& Democracy (which he founded 
two years ago to raise American 
awareness of the Pashto culture 
that originated in Afghanistan 
and Pakistan). 


Native Pashto speakers, non- 
Pashtun Americans learning the 
language, and a diplomat who 


focus

uses Pashto on trips abroad are 
among the individuals who have 
found the group online and come 
to monthly meetings at Fairfax’s 
Panera Bread. 

Though not everyone in the 
group knew of Marufkhail’s 
Institute and its broader goals, 
Marufkhail says most are sup- 
portive. 

“They've given me ideas for the 
Web site and [advice about] where to 
go for grants,” Marufkhail says. 

Networking takes place on a 
more personal level among par- 
ticipants in the nearly 60-mem- 
ber Washington Polish Language 
Meetup group. Malgosia Mikolaj- 
czyk, 32, says Polish Americans at 
the monthly meetups often bond 


over shared childhood experi- 
ences. 

“I think what people want [is the 
opportunity to talk about] ‘Where 
have you gone in Poland?’ “What 
did you experience growing up?” 
the Rockville resident said at the 
group's October Salsa Night meet- 
ing at Clarendon Grill. “Some peo- 
ple, our parents would make us go 
to Polish school on Saturdays, so 
we'll talk about that. ... I don’t really 
hang out with Polish people, so it’s 
nice to do this once in a while, just 
to speak Polish.” 

Non-native speakers say the 
meetups are an unparalleled chance 
to chat in foreign languages. Keith 
Gilbert, 40, the primary organizer 
of the Italian meetups since 2003, 
believes that casual conversation at 
meetups — in addition to formal 
lessons — has helped him become 
proficient in Italian. 

“I’ve definitely improved my 
language skills since I’ve joined,” 
Gilbert says. “The focus on lan- 
guage that people find — to actual- 
ly be able to go and try out language 
skills and talk about whatever is on 
their mind — is the biggest benefit. 
Otherwise, there just aren’t many 
opportunities out there to speak

Ardor for Order 


A former music 
teacher scales a 
new career ladder 
as a pro organizer 


It takes discipline and some degree 
of structure to teach harried mid- 
dle-schoolers to harmonize. Maybe 
that’s why Scott Roewer is good at 
harmonizing the lives and spaces 
of harried Washingtonians. 

For seven years before making 
himself over as a professional orga- 
nizer, Roewer, 34, — with a master’s 
in education from the University 
of Missouri-Kansas City — taught 
vocal music to Midwestern students. 
He moved to the District in 2003 to 
do meeting planning for contrac- 
tors to two federal agencies. 

When a business-consultant 
friend, Steve McMahon, went away 
for the holidays, Roewer rounded 
up pals and surprised him with a 
home and office fix-up — every- 


thing from painting, repairing a 
hole in the ceiling, and installing 
new business furniture to filing 10 
years’ worth of paper. McMahon, 
delighted, told Roewer that oth- 
ers would pay him to do the same 
for them. 

“He became my biggest booster 
and taught me how to runa 
small business,” Roewer 
says. That was impor- 
tant, because Roewer 
calls himself“a teacher 
and a business owner 
who happens to be an 
organizer. I joke that I 
organize 30 percent of the 
time and run a business the other 
70 percent.” 

He did organizing on the side 
for another year and a half, taking 
workshops from the 4,000-member 
National Association of Professional 
Organizers (Napo.net), making con- 
tacts, and loading up on advice and 
expertise. In late 2005, he left con- 
tracting and launched D.C.-based

Solutions by Scott full time. 

“I directly link my success in 
business to my involvement with 
the professional association,” Roewer 
says. Classes and conferences have 
given him knowledge, networking 
has scored him clients, and volun- 
teering — among other things, he’s in 
his second year as president of 

the local NAPO chapter — 

has brought confidence 
and visibility. 
Then there’s on- 
the-job experience. 
His least pleasant gig 
was cleaning up a client's 
garage during a Washington 
heat wave. After four hours on a 
ladder without enough water and 
food, he got light-headed, and the 
client asked, “You're not going to 
pass out on me, are you?” 

Far more fun is showing clients 
how to tidy a closet, kitchen, or office 
and knowing that they will use that 
new system for years to come. For 
customers who think in color, 
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Roewer’s home boasts elements he 


uses for clients, like built-in shelves. 
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he might suggest filing financial 
papers in green folders and high- 
importance papers in red ones. For 
those overly attached to possessions 
— “But my mother gave me that!” 
— he helps them separate the emo- 
tional from the practical. 

“As we say goodbye, they might 
shed a tear of joy or happiness,” he 
says. “I know at that point my work 
is validated. The tear can be because 
it’s the first time they'll be able to 
sit on the sofa in a long while, they 
are finally unpacking the boxes 
from their last move, or they will 
no longer be embarrassed to have 
company. 

“[never saw tears after a success- 
ful convention from the nice people 
at DoD or DoT,” he says. 

Anyone can fire up a Web page 
and call himself or herself an 
organizer; community colleges 
offer basic courses, mainly on the 
business aspects. But few make a 


profitable career of it. Roewer’s 
continual self-education (he also 
joined the National Study Group 
on Chronic Disorganization and 
earned its Certificate of Study in 
Chronic Disorganization) and aid 
to others have helped his business 
grow. Now a new credential is tak- 
ing him further. 

Recently, 211 people passed the 
first national exam to become cer- 
tified professional organizers. All 
have also logged considerable time 
in client service and study, and 
have pledged themselves to high- 
er industry standards and ethics. 
Roewer is proud to be among those 
elite few. 

To potential clients, certification 
shows that the person “has been a 
hands-on organizer, has taken the 
time to get educated on basic prin- 
ciples, and is committed to working 
on his or her business,” says NAPO 
President Standolyn Robertson. 

NAPOmembersgenerallycharge 
$50 to $125 per hour (higher fees 
are usually for businesses). Roewer 
saw some certified colleagues raise 
their rates immediately; he probably 
will soon. “People ask for your cre- 
dentials, especially in Washington,” 
he says. With certification, “I've had 
people notice it. They're impressed, 
especially hoarders” — potential cli- 
ents particularly in need of organi- 
zation help. 

A combination of talent and 
connections will soon get Roewer 
national visibility: By referral, he 
was asked to audition for the series 
“Time Makeover” on cable’s Fine 
Living network. The series began 
last month, with Roewer’s episodes 
airing in late winter. He’s already 
appeared on Retirement Living 
TV's “Daily Cafe” and “The Prudent 
Advisor” programs to advise on 
downsizing and is a consultant to 
Closets magazine. 

What's next for Roewer? He’s 
thinking about taking on one or 
more carefully screened employ- 
ees. After all, business is booming: 
NAPO membership has doubled in 
the last four years, and new expo- 
sure and credentials will only keep 
Solutions by Scott in demand. 

Though one-on-one work with 
clients certainly differs from lead- 
ing a school chorus or directing a 
musical, Roewer sees similarities 
— bringing disparate skills into 
play, knowing how to put all the 
pieces in order, and seeing smiles 
when it all comes together in har- 
mony.

A new book tells 
workers how to 
escape froma 
mid-career rut 


Looking for a new job isn’t an issue 
just for recent college graduates. 
People who have spent 10 or 15 years 
in the same careers can often face 
similar issues and stresses — think 
burnout, stress or plain-old tedium. 
Other workers, confronted with early 
retirement or layoffs, are forced to 
figure out new job paths when their 
college- or graduate-school days are 
dim memories. 

In “Mid-Career Doldrums: What 
to Do Next When Youre Bored, 
Burned Out, Retired or Fired” 
(Wiley, $19), Charles A. Buck and 
Marcia L. Worthing help the poor, 
befuddled masses figure out what's 
next. We recently caught up with 
Worthing, who is currently going 
through a career change of her own 
(from business to social work), to 
get her tips on navigating a career 
switch. 


What inspired you to write this 
book? 

I wrote it with Charles Buck, and 
we both had the same interesting 
background. We’d been inside 
corporations as heads of human 
resources. Then we were in the 
trenches doing outplacement, just 
working one-on-one with people. 
We had seen so many people who

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had gone through difficult times, 
retired prematurely or lost their 
jobs. We'd been there with them 
when they faced the shock or the 
hurt, and watched them as they got 
it back together. We worked with 
them as they reinvented themselves. 
It was something we thought was 
interesting. 


What exactly are mid-career dol- 
drums? 

I think it’s what happens to peo- 
ple who just sit in their offices and 
aren't excited about their jobs any- 
more. They’re thinking, “I should 
have quit three years ago. I’m just 
not motivated anymore.” And we 
would see it mostly with mid-career 
people. Younger people would tend 
to just change their jobs if it wasn’t 
going well, but these people were 
more stuck. 


Why do people find themselves 
trapped? 

One of things we talk about, and 
one my favorite parts of the book, 
was the myths they tend to buy into. 
Like, the “It’s my fault. I did some- 
thing wrong” myth. That can have 
someone stuck. They can blame 
themselves, and they think they 
are responsible when they were 
at the wrong place at the wrong 
time. Or that at age 65, it’s time to 
retire. If you think you're supposed 
to retire at 65, youre going to be 
stuck. People worry, “What’s my 
family going to think? What are my 
friends going to think?” Once peo- 
ple kind of face up to their myths, 
they can move forward. 


How can you recognize if you’re in 
the doldrums? 

I think if you find yourself not 
excited to get up in the morning 
or dreading going to work, if you 
feel a little crushed. You're just going 
through the motions, but not really 
being excited.

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A class teaches 
budgets, beauty 
and other aspects 
of the wedding biz 


George Mason University students 
waited expectantly as the guest lec- 
turer plugged in her curling iron. 
The topic on the syllabus: updos. 

The stylist attached a mop of 
fake curls to sophomore Brittney 
Tobin's long blond hair, swept it up 
onto her head and pinned on a brid- 
al veil. “Is there a veil on my head?” 
Tobin squeaked, wide-eyed, flutter- 
ing a hand in front of her face. 

“It’s every girl’s dream to havea 
class about weddings,” Tobin said 
later. Sure, a dream. Until the bride 
freaks out, the best man gets plas- 
tered or the altar boy topples over 
in the middle of the ceremony. And 
everyone expects you to fix it. 

If there’s one thing professor 


Big Day Planner 


Maggie Daniels wants students to 
know in her class on wedding plan- 
ning — apparently, the first in the 
country at a four-year college — it’s 
that this is not just fluff. 

Daniels teaches crisis manage- 
ment and event planning for what 
has become an enormous busi- 
ness, estimated at anywhere from 
$80 billion to $161 billion per year 
nationally. Spending on weddings 
has nearly doubled in the past 15 
years. In just four years, almost 
every expense increased more than 
20 percent as people added days of 
events, gifts for all the guests, elab- 
orate lighting and all sorts of other 
extras promoted by magazines, TV 
shows and the rest of the marital- 
industrial complex. 

With that booming industry 
comes demand for wedding plan- 
ners who know their peau de soie 
from their charmeuse, who can 
coordinate timing and flowers, 
music and hors d’oeuvres. And 


who can, when the inevitable cri- 
sis hits, take the bullet. 

“A wedding planner has to be 
a superhero,” Tobin said. “People 
think of their wedding as the per- 
fect fairy tale. Ifit’s not, someone's 
going to get the blame. It’s probably 
going to be you.” 

It wasn’t easy to convince college 
administrators that this was a legiti- 
mate course of study, Daniels said. 
“T fought for this tooth and nail.” She 
produced the event-planning and 
cultural research to back it up. Once 
approved, she needed 10 students 
to enroll. Seventy signed up. 

This semester, 100 students are 
taking it. They're a mix of dreamy 
fiancees, people looking for a fun 
elective, tourism-and-events man- 
agement majors rounding out their 
degree, and hard-core future wed- 
ding consultants. 

“What happens very frequently is 
students come into class doe-eyed,” 
Daniels said. “Part of my objective is 
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to make them understand it can be 
enjoyable, but the bottom line is, if 
you want to make a living at this, it 
is a hard job, a very, very hard job. 
Your weekends are taken away from 
you. Youre dealing with a lot of dif- 
ferent emotions,” and it’s difficult to 
launch a lucrative business. 

Plus, the disasters. 

When the class started in 2005, 
Daniels taught with wedding plan- 
ner Carrie Loveless (no, really), and 
they couldn't find a textbook. So, 
they wrote their own, full of glossy 
photos of petals and fondant by a 
sought-after Washington wedding 
photographer, explanations of tra- 
ditions in many different cultures, 
business advice and lots of examples 
of crises that really happened. 

In some cases, the word “cri- 
sis” might be a tad overwrought 
(Omigod! No air conditioning in 
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the limo! Sweaty bride!) Some 
are funny, if they didn’t happen to 
you, like the time children at an out- 
door reception ran past the three- 
tier wedding cake and knocked it 
right into the pool. Or the time the 
priest fell asleep while the quartet 
was playing and someone had to 
prod him awake. 

Stephen Ball, who grew up work- 
ing for a family catering business 
and is one of just two men in the 
class this semester, has seen it all. 
Once, while bartending at a recep- 
tion out in the sticks somewhere, he 
watched a drunk and belligerent 
guest beat up two groomsmen and 
wound up taking the guy down in 
the parking lot. “Most of the guests 
ended up outside watching me hold 
this guy down,” waiting for police 
to come, he said.

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Sometimes there are actual 
life-changing disasters. Like the 
wedding video, viewed by family 
and friends at the formal brunch 
the next day, that clearly showed 
footage of the groom stealing the 
father of the bride’s wallet during 
the reception. 

That wedding was annulled the 
next day, Daniels said. 

Still, it’s not organic chemis- 
try in here. 

While she teased a girl’s hair, 
then smoothed it into a bun, styl- 
ist Giselle (No need for a last name. 
Please!) explained that she gets most 
requests for loose waves, buns and 
chignons. Students asked questions: 
Do brides ever hate the style? What 
do you do with short hair? 

Daniels asked members of the 
class how they would handle vari- 
ous crises and led a discussion on 
religious traditions, then bridal 
makeup. “The order is: hair before 
makeup,” she said. “Why would that 
be a good idea?” Students called 
out: because you could mess up 
the makeup with a blow dryer or 
hair spray. 

“Some hair spray helps make- 
up stay on longer,” a sophomore 
volunteered. “At pageants, they 
tell us to spray our face.” Silence 
followed as people processed that 
information. 

They broke into groups to work 
on their final projects, 100- to 150- 
page papers outlining an exhaus- 
tive wedding plan with real vendors, 
pricing, schedules, evaluation forms 
and business cards. In another class, 


they had to create an imaginary cli- 
ent couple and draw a budget num- 
ber out of a box. In this class, they 
had to pull out a last-minute crisis 
written on a slip of paper. 

Tobin has had fun planning her 
group’s winter-themed wedding, 
complete with a cake dusted with 
silver snowflakes. “I’m obsessed 
with cakes,” Tobin said. Their cri- 
sis was a problem with linens: The 
wrong color and amount arrived on 
the wedding day. Tobin was unfazed. 
“But if it were the cake falling into 
the pool, I would be devastated.” 

Senior Kristin Discher was just 
looking for an easy class, but she 
has loved it so much she now plans 
to become a wedding planner. Her 
group got this: The groom's former 
girlfriend crashes the reception with 
four friends. “So, we're all brain- 
storming how horrible that would 
be,” Discher said. 

Ball didn’t care about dresses, 
rings or flowers. He took on the 
nuts-and-bolts things he’d need 
to know if he were running a busi- 
ness, calling vendors and pricing 
things out on Web sites. The crisis 
his group drew was a groomsman 
stricken with flu. Whatever. Give 
him Tums, Ball said. 

He prefers the crisis they invent- 
ed themselves: The congressman’s 
son finds out the week before the 
wedding, when he goes to get the 
license, that he’s still married. He 
thought his quickie marriage to 
that bartender in Las Vegas had 
been annulled. 

The most important thing he 
learned? “How to do an updo,” Ball 
said. “No! Make that: what an updo 
is.”

Serving Up Job Perks 


Software company 
employees avoid 

burnout by playing 
Ping-Pong at work 


From the beginning, games have 
always been part of the work at 
software provider Vocus. 

Co-founder and chief executive 
Rick Rudman remembers bringing 
in NERF balls, darts and a basket- 
ball hoop to hang over a garbage 
can. Back in the days of 100-hour 
workweeks, a game of pool in the 
office provided a small escape from 
the pressure of growing a start-up 
company. 

But the pressure never really 
abated. In the early days, Rudman 
recalls, “if I looked out in the parking 
lot at 6 p.m. and there was nobody 
there, I would get annoyed.” 

Rudman’s company has grown 
from a two-man shop in the base- 


ment of a friend’s home to a pub- 
licly traded company with offices 
in four countries and an estimated 
$65 million in annual revenue. Over 
theyears, Rudman says, he has learned 
that that breakneck pace isn’t good for 
employees or a company. 

Ten years ago, he and his part- 
ner, Bob Lentz, now head of tech- 
nology, accepted an offer to sell the 
company they had nurtured. All the 
documentation was finished and 
they were sitting in their attorneys’ 
office awaiting word that the wire 
transfer for the sale was complete. 
Instead, they got a call that the deal 
was off. That turned out to be a piv- 
otal moment for the company. 

The prospective buyer had 
intended to merge Vocus, which was 
selling the software it had designed 
to help grassroots groups organize 
their lobbying efforts, with a com- 
pany that provided similar software 
to public relations firms. 

With the deal canceled, Rudman 


and Lentz decided to write their 
own public relations software 
and develop a platform to han- 
dle external communications for 
all kinds of clients. Within 90 
days, the new software was devel- 
oped. They launched it in 1997 at 
the annual meeting of the Public 
Relations Society of America, and 
sales took off. 

Now the public relations soft- 
ware is growing so fast that Vocus’ 
original product is just 20 percent 
of its business. 

But even as the company has 
grown, it has worked hard to 
maintain the fun environment. 
Vocus funds an employee commit- 
tee called It’s All About You, which 
cooks up such regular diversions 
as breakfast bars, massage days, 
yoga classes and go-cart or paint- 
ball outings. 

Quarterly meetings are fol- 
lowed by trips to Six Flags Great 
Adventure, Atlantic City or the 


Chesapeake Bay, with hotel stays 
footed by the company. 

Another committee, It’s Not 
All About You, chooses charitable 
causes for the company to help. Next 
month, the committee is bringing 
a dunk tank to the office for an 
auction to benefit Big Brothers 
Big Sisters. High bidders will get 
to select executives or managers 
for dunkings. Rudman views this 
as a small price to pay for employ- 
ees’ goodwill and, ultimately, high 
productivity. 

“The toys got more expensive, but 
the culture and atmosphere didn’t 
change,” he says. “It’s an environ- 
ment where people are treated like 
professionals and are expected to 
perform really well.” 

The company’s fast growth has 
been accelerated by another deci- 
sion, made eight years ago. Vocus 
had been selling traditional soft- 
ware but by 1999 was increasingly 
hearing from customers who want- 
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ed to access its program through 
the Web. 

“We made a decision in two hours 
that would ultimately impact the 
long-term success of the company 
in our time,” Rudman said. Because 
it was too expensive to offer soft- 
ware and a Web-based system, they 
converted the product to the latter. 
The move propelled the company’s 
growth rate exponentially. Since 
going public in 2005, Vocus stock has 
tripled in value. The company had 
its first profitable year in 2006, with 
$40.3 million in sales. Last month, it 
reported its 32nd consecutive quar- 
ter of revenue increases. 

Its biggest competitor, the 
Swedish company Cision, had about 
$300 million in annual revenue in 
2006, but its growth rate slowed 
to about 4 percent last year. Other 
similar firms, such as PR Newswire, 
which has annual revenue of 
$150 million to $200 million, have 
been switching to online distribu- 
tion systems that help public rela- 
tions companies manage their news 
releases, media contacts and clips. 

To keep up, Vocus regularly 
updates its online software and in 
June launched a service that lets 
customers incorporate clips from 
YouTube and other consumer video 
sites into news releases designed to 
get maximum hits on search engines. 
This month, Vocus launched Issues 
Wire, an online distribution service 
for news releases on political and 
public-interest issues. 

With about 2,000 clients world- 
wide, Vocus estimates that its target 
market of about 300,000 businesses 
is worth about $2.4 billion. That’s 
alot of opportunity, Rudman says. 
And a lot of work. 

Even so, there are still plenty 
of play options at the company’s 
Lanham headquarters — a pickup 
game of H-O-R-S-E on the basket- 
ball court in the middle of the office 
or the yearly miniature golf tourna- 
ment that winds its way through the 
cubicles. 

Last week, the annual Ping-Pong 
championship ended with the chief 
executive being unceremoniously 
trounced by the champion. 

“The better thing to do is to 
give people an opportunity to bal- 
ance work with personal lives and 
make sure they have time to do 
things they need to do,” Rudman 
said. “Because, otherwise, theyre 
just going to be thinking about that 
while they're at work.” anita Hust
